It was once the 
home of former California 
Governor Frank F. Merri¬ 
am and his wife. The Mer¬ 
riams purchased the home 
in December 1938, when 
his term as governor was 
coming to an end. 

Over the years there 
have been 10 different 
owners. Originally built 
by Ray C. Kellogg, it was 
known back then as the 
“Kellogg place.” Later, it 
was the residence for sev¬ 
eral years of Rev. Arthur 
O. Pritchard and his fami¬ 
ly. He was pastor of Sier¬ 
ra Madre Congregational 
Church from 1925-1940. 
The present Congregation¬ 
al Church was erected dur¬ 
ing his ministry and dedi¬ 
cated on June 6,1928. He 
was later made Pastor 
Emeritus and the church’s 
gymnasium/social hall 
was named Pritchard Hall 
to honor him and his ser¬ 
vice to the church.

maybe, I would be able to catch my com 


petition, if not at First Water, perhaps at 
Orchard Camp, and certainly if not here, 
then somewhere on the downhill run. I 
just knew that, despite my feet, pride 
alone would make me ignore everything 
in my determined quest for the glory of 
that ten cent cup. All thoughts of hav¬ 
ing to finish the race on the same streets 
that had already done me in, did not even 
enter my mind. At that point of the race, 
I was determined to run on stumps if that 
was the only possibility of catching and 
passing the hated outsiders that came 
into the race so well conditioned and 
dressed for the event. 

On the trail climbing into Little San¬ 
ta Anita Canyon, I really began to pour 
it on and could see in the distance, some 
of the earlier starters. Slowly, I began 
to shorten the distance until I had sev¬ 
eral of them in my sights for a passing 
maneuver whete it could be done safe¬ 
ly. First Water came and went without 
any thought of a short pause and a re¬ 
freshing drink.

He not only had the advantage of time 
and distance, but at least he did not have 
to endure the scorching hot pavement 
with his bare and bleeding feet. I knew 
that when I reached the pavement on 
Mira Monte again, that it would be much 
hotter than it had been earlier that morn¬ 
ing, and that it would take all of my re¬ 
solve to even complete the race.

The first few steps on the hot, rough 
pavement was agony in its worst sense, 
and even though I again sought out the 
cooler stretches, my bleeding feet real¬ 
ly began to suffer. Now, I was begin¬ 
ning to leave partial footprints and knew 
that before I ever reached the comfort of 
the finish line, the winner of the race was 
already ordained. My toughest compet¬ 
itor would win and I would finish sec¬ 
ond. Instead of getting that ten cent cup 
for my agonizing effort, I would be giv¬ 
en an even cheaper ribbon instead. 

But, there was nothing that anybody 
could have done to alter the situation. I 
did not win for probably the first time in 
my life, and it would not be the last time.

QUESTION: My 1988 Toyota 
Canary has an automatic transmission with 
overdrive and a light that indicates when the 
overdrive is functioning. 1 don't trust a light, 
so how can 1 figure out if the overdrive works? 

ANSWER: The best way to tell if your 
overdrive is working is to watch the tachometer or 
listen to the engine speed when you push the over¬ 
drive button at highway speeds. The engine speed 
should drop approximately 20 percent. If it doesn't, 
the overdrive may not be working. 

Another test is to stop, push the overdrive 
button and accelerate to highway speed. As you are 
doing this, count how many times the transmission 
shifts gears. It should shift three times on a car with 
foui gears. In addition, one im|iortant point-to re¬ 
member is that when the engine is cold, the over¬ 
drive may not engage. 

If your car doesn't pass these tests, it needs 
to be inspected. 

Also, for the transmission to function prop¬ 
erly, die automatic uansmission fluid must be at the 
proper level. To check this always make sure that 
the car is on level ground, the transmission is warmed 
up, the gear selector is in the "paik" position, and the 
engine is running.Don't overfill the transmission and 
don't drive the car when the fluid level is below the 
"add" mark on the dipstick.

The Equity Drain or “What happened to all my money?”

Have you noticed some¬ 
thing about California prop¬ 
erty values, particularly 
Southern California over the 
past six or seven years? You 
know what the reality is; it’s 
called deflation. HonK pric¬ 
es have come down. What 
we thought to bei a sure bet 
has turned into something not 


so certain. What happens 
when the value of our home 
is lower than the loan on the 
property?

An Act Of Faith 

Every act of faith, every act of belief is like skydiv¬ 
ing. It always requires a kind of jump, with no settled 
ground under foot. A young child jumps from a lofty 
perch into the arms of a loving parent. “I believe in you, 
trust you with my life,” the child is saying. There is no 
way to prove that the parent will catch the child, and 
there is no need for such proof. 

Any “I believe you” comes not as the result of proof. 
It is an act of faith, an act of trusting, an act of jumping 
in someone’s favor. We could not survive without faith, 
without trusting others, without belief in others. And 
certainly we could not love. We could not even do such 
a simple thing as mail a letter. How could we prove that 
it will be picked up and delivered? We could not get into 
a plane or on a bus. In our very complex, highly devel¬ 
oped world, not a day goes by that we do not perform 
and see thousands of acts of faith in others. That faith 
(plus a little bit of money) put a man on the moon and 
erased smallpox as the scar of the earth. 

Thomas, the Apostle, refused to believe in the Res¬ 
urrection of Jesus Christ unless he could put his finger 
in the nail holes or thrust his hand into the pierced side 
of His Saviour. But we are told that “blessed are they 
who do not see and yet believe”. Christian faith is more 
than a belief in God - in His existence—and like any act 
of faith, it’s a jump into the unknown. Faith in Jesus 
means accepting Him as the center support for one’s life. 
It means adopting Jesus as brother and guide. It means 
being directed by His Spirit. The measure of such faith 
is not only the time spent in church but also the evidence 
of one’s life; an attitude of joyful hope and deeds of com¬ 
passionate care. Such a life of faith is exhilarating.
